years more, according to Prof. Henry 
R. Seager, the economist and mem­ 
ber of the Employers’ Liability com­ 
mission.

lecture at Columbia 
University was entitled "The Recent 
Trust Decisions," and he 
said,

part: 
"There Is a cloud upon the finan­ 
cial horizon, caused by 
the resent 
trust decisions and the 
uncertainty 
as to future 
prosecutions, which it 
will take "three or fdtfr years to re­ 
move. Not "until this branch of the 
law is cleared up and a definite role 
of conduct laid down, either by the 
courts or 
by 
congress, 
will 
that 
buoyant prosperity come which pre­ 
ceded the trust controversy. And it 
will take at least three or four years 
for the test cases to bo adjusted and 
the remedial legislation passed on. 
"The recent Standard OII and to­ 
bacco decisions do not clear up the 
Sherman act, but serve to make it 
none 
cloudy.
